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THE RIGHTS OF THE TAXPAYERS 


Edmonton taxpayers” must be asking 
themselves at this juncture what is behind 
the suggestion that the city council 
should take to itself authority to sell or 
refuse to sell the city electric light and 
power system without leave or license of 
the owners; and should also assume the 
role of dictator in accepting or rejecting a 
second proposal for the purchase and sale 
of electric current from and to a private 
corporation. 

Edmonton taxpayers have hitherto 
been jealous of their right to deal with 
their utility enterprises. A good many 
aldermanic careers have been wrecked be- 
cause members of city councils were 
rightly or wrongly suspected of wanting 


them in regard to deals involving one or 
other of these utility plants. And a good 
many aspirants to council have gone down 
to defeat because they were suspected of 
wanting to use their influence as aldermen 
in pushing transactions of that kind 
It is rather late in the day therefore for 
| the taxpayers to be told that it is none of 
|| their business what is done with the light 
ing and power system, or whether or not 
this plant is to be tied up in a deal with a 
private corporation for the purchase of 
current and for the sale of current in out- 
side communities. 
If these proposais came from com- 
panies which had no standing, council 


would undoubtedly express the will of the | 


taxpayers in throwing them in the waste 

basket without ceremony. But the pre- 

sent offers come from: companies which 

are able to carry out their undertakings. 

They are to be regarded as business propo- 
, Sitions, not merely as “kite flying” by ad- 
| venturers ; 

The Journal the other day, in opposing 
the submission of the proposals to the tax- 


payers, remarked that private corpora- | 


tions seeking utility franchises ‘cannot 
any longer expect to deal with an unin- 
formed publie opinion.” That is true. It is 
also the best of all possible reasons why 
the public should be allowed to attend to 
their own business. The city council can- 
not afford to associate itself with the idea 
that the tax-payers are not to be trusted 
| because they are well informed on the 
|} questions at issue. What a happy time an 

alderman would have trying to defend 
|| himself for conduct of that kind! 

There is just one plain course for the 
| city council to take in regard to these of- 
|| fers. That is, to respect the rights of th: 
|| proprietors to say what is to be done with 
|| their property. That principle is the cor- 
|| ner stone of the city charter. It has been 
|| established by practice, until any violation 
of it would arouse both resentment and 
| suspicion. No public representative who 
|| values his reputation need expect in this 

_day and in this city to usurp this inherent 
right of the taxpayer and get away with 
it.
